12.—Pitiable 
scenes of want and suffering were 
seen here today on all sides. Much 
confusion still existed, despite the ef­ 
forts of hundreds of outsiders to aid 
the victims of Wednesday nig ht's tor- 
. aado. 
Last nig ht many who had lost ev­ 
ery thing they possessed went hung ry 
m d pmctieally unprotected from cold. 
Many bodies ly ing In ü ie temporary 
morg ues remained unidentified, while 
among the injured dozens who suffer­ 
ed from ug ly wounds or broken limbs 
were without proper medical atten­ 
tion. Others still were missing , and 
an exact list of the casualties was not 
to be had. 
With the break of day two scores 
of parties of rescuers continued their 
search in the wreckag e for victims. 
Governor Ferg uson’s request to the 
people of Oklahoma, to render imme­ 
diate aid to the destitute people, be­ 
g an to show mxlj results. 
Early today carloads of provisions, 
dothlng , tents, bedding and medicine 
b^psn to arrive, and with all this 
came added numbers of persons from 
all dlr^tions to aid in attending to 
the immediate wants of the citizens. 
All nig ht two dozen men worked in­ 
cessantly preparing the bodies of the 
victims for burial, and today dozens 
of funerals were held. 
Wag ons and traps had to be used 
in carting tbe remains to the ceme­ 
teries, and all day long crude hearses 
pMsed 
throug h 
the 
wreck-littered 
streets. 
Poorly clad men, women and chil­ 
dren, most of whom had lost some 
member of tbeir family and bad suf­ 
fered from wounds, exposure and hun­ 
g er, wandered 
throug h the streets, 
try ing to find some missing loved <me, 
or went fifom morg ue to morg ue In an 
end^vor to identify them among the 
d ^ .

Mrs. McCoy lives at the end of the 
“Happy Hollow” reg ion, and between 
her and town Is a colored settlement. 
With her lives her daug hter and a 
y oung er son. 
At 10:30 Wednesday nig ht, as they 
were preparing to retlse, some one 
knocked at the door. The daug hter 
remarked, “I’ll put my clothes on and 
find out who it Is.” Just then Carroll 
push^ the door open, and, seizing the 
g irl, drag g ed her into an adjoining 
room. 
The mother followed and g rappled 
with the neg ro, and the two made 
such a vig orous resistance that the

Enterprising 
citizens 
of 
Sedalia 
have for many ye rs felt the need of 
b etter transportation facilities in Cen­ 
tral Missouri. 
We can re c h S t Louis or Kansas 
City more easily than we can Mar­ 
shall or Versaille. 
Trolley lin e and short line rail­ 
ways have b een talked of for years, 
hut generally the promoters were 
met with the argument that^the popu­ 
lation to he 
served 
w e not large 
enough to make these lines profitab le 
—^that the cost of equippage and main­ 
tenance were out of proi^rtion to the 


prob ab le traffic to b e accommodated. 
Now, however, a 
new 
plan—the 
motor car or automob ile railroad—is 
proposed to meet Just such conditions 
e exist in Central Missouri. 
Under the new scheme the cost 
of construction is not heavy and the 
expense of 
maintenance 
is b ut a 
small fraction of that of a steam rail­ 
road. The S t Joseph Press-News has 
the following to say on the :?uDlect 
“Automob ile railroad cars are the 
latest and they are said to b e a suc­ 
cess. 
The Union Pacific has b een 
experimenting in a quiet vray from 
Portland, Oregon, up the Columb ia 
river to The Dalles, and if the motor 
passenger cars 
sustain 
the hopes 
aroused b y these preliminary perform­ 
ance, another great force will b e at 
work for the distrib ution of the people 
to sub urb s and to the “real country.” 
The trolley is doing its part in the 
distrib ution, b ut the maintenance of 
elGier the ovehoad or the third raU 
trolley system calls for a heavy Initial 
outlay f<H* plant, heavy cost for main- 
and large continuous expendi­ 
ture tor powar. The motor passenger 
car system ob viates much of this ex­ 
pense, and seems to b e admirab ly 
adapted to the most 
thinly settled 
sections. 
-The motor car is a thirty-foot pas­ 
senger coach of standard width, wiin 
cigar-shaped front and 
no flat snr- 
faces to offer r^lstance to the wind. 
The six-cyUnder gasoline engine of 
100 horse-power Is designed to drive 
the car at the rate of ab out forty mU^ 
an hour, and the preliminary service 
in which the cars of this type wiU b e 
used is as passenger cars on b ranch 
Unes. 
As the oir is in itself b oth 
Mfid 
the ordinary train 
crew will b e ahoUshM, and as the 


b e only one-tenth of the regular pas­ 
senger train—will eventually result 
in a tremendous 
improvement 
of 
“local” railway service in all parts oi 
the country, and particularly in the 
thinly settled parts of regions where 
it now does not pay to run any cars 
or more than one or two trains a day.” 
Let the enterprising men of Sedalia 
who feel that the retail trade of the 
city can b e increased b y addlGonal 
transportation 
facilities 
investigate 
this new system, and, if found pracG- 
cab ie, let us have the motor-car roads 
extmiding twenty-five or thirty miles 
from Sedalia in every direction. 
Let’s have one to Versailles, to 
Marshall, to Prarie Home in Cooper 
county, to the Dunksb urg secGon, and 
into all parts of PetGs and adjoining 
counGes that need b etter facilities 
for reaching this city. 
This*is a sub ject that a commercial 
club should consider, b ut, as Sedalia 
has no such organization, our enter­ 
prising citizens should take up the 
Important matter individually.

As has been observed In private 
comment upon this case, to r the Pat­ 
terson woman to have shot Young 
would have been not only bad form, 
but bad flnance. At least, the human 
probability of the case was so deci­ 
dedly against the theory of murder 
that the

should have been on notice that an 
unusually firm 
structure 
of proof 
would be required to convince a Jury 
of her guilt. 
It is evident that Mr. 
Rand had no faith in his proofs, other­ 
wise he would never have descended 
to the unspeakable vulgarity of de­ 
claring to the jury that, believing she 
was about tb lose Young for good, 
the woman “saw r ^ .” 
If there has 
been any visual coloration in this case 
it was in the office of the public pros­ 
ecutor. 
Aside from tlni fundamental error 
of bringing the woman to bar for the 
third time at all this trial was a per- 
feet example of the way in which a 
murder trial ought not to be conduct­ 
ed. 
In theory the trial of a prisoner 
upon the charge of murder should 
be a proceeding in which court, coun­ 
sel and jury, with a due sense of the 
solemnity of their work and in good 
faith, co-operate in the attempt to as­ 
certain the ^ truth. 
If there is any 
place in the wide world where clap­ 
trap, the arts of declamation, and the 
tricks of sophestry should be exclud­ 
ed. it is a courtroom in which a trial 
for murder is being conducted. 
In 
theory, and in practice as well, a pros­ 
ecuting officer should not cause tne 
accused person to be brought to trial 
for murder unless convinced of his or 
her guilt Even when that belief is 
sincerely and profoundly felt, the pros- 
’ ecuting officer transcends the line of 
.his duty if he attempts to piece out 
insufficient and defective evidence 
by artful pleading, and attempts to 
m ls l^ the Jury by barefaced asser­ 
tion of unproved facts. The prosecu­ 
ting officer Is the agent of the people, 
employed by them to marshal me evi­ 
dence in the case for the information 
of the court and Jury. It is no part 
of his duty to seek by buttressing up 
his proofs with assertions and by 
forging links altogether missing from 
his chain of evidence to secure the 
conviction of a prisoner not beyond 
reasonable doubt proved guilty by the 
testimony. 
We do not charge all th^ e offens­ 
es and improprieties i^ainst Mr. Rand. 
He is what people call a brilliant 
prosecutor, and oo donbt his reputa­ 
tion has he ^ enhance by his man­ 
agement of the prosecution in this 
case and by what is imlled his “pow­ 
erful” summing up. 
The improprie­ 
ties we have uoted are much too fre­ 
quently observed iu all recent mur­ 
der trials, and some of them were 
committed by Mr. Rand in the trial 
01 the Pattm-son woman. He did not 
prove her guilt—not even by clrcum- 
stantial evidence.

Stretched on a wooden frame in the 
front yard of his house are the skins 
of two cub bears and the mother bear 
which Newton Stowell killed with a 
pocketknife after a fight lasting more 
than two hours, writes the Dexfleld, 
Me., correspondent of the New York 
World. Stowell’s body is covered with 
cuts and scratches, and the physicians 
say he may not 
recover 
from his 
wounds. 
The oattle between the man and 
bears took place late Thursday night 
as Stowell was on his way home from 
a day’s work in the woods. He was 
within a mile of the town when he 
saw the cubs nestled at the roots of 
a big tree, and 
apparently 
asleep. 
Stowell had no weapon with him, but 
an axe and 
a 
pocketknife, with a 
blade less than four inches long. Sto­ 
well grabbed both cubs by the scruff 
of the neck and was putting one un­ 
der each arm, when he was struck a 
blow on the shoulder that knocked 
him down and rendered him partly 
senseless. 
As he rolled down the 
hill he saw the mother bear making 
toward him. 
He had dropped the ax when he 
picked the cubs from the ground, and 
he had Just time enough to get his 
knife from his 
pocket 
before the 
mother bear got to his side. As she 
made a swipe at him with her paw 
Stowell caught her in the throat with 
a thrust from his weapon. 
Stowell scrambled to his feet, and 
started on a run down the hillside, 
the cubs following with leaps and 
bounds. The mother bear followed a 
short distance and then fell to tiie 
ground dead. Stowell then killed the 
cubs and removed the skins from the 
three animals and started home. But 
his left arm had been broken, and he 
was obliged to drop his load before 
he had gone far. Blood was flowing 
from several wounds in his body, and 
as he reached the lawn in front of 
his house he dropped from exhaustion. 
When he had been revived by a 
physician he told the story of the 
battle with the animals, and his two 
sons went out and found the pelts In 
the woods.

A Numismatic Curiosity. 
The Museum of Medals, says a cor­ 
resp ondent writing from Athens, haa 
receiv ed from an Italian antiquary In 
Cairo an Interesting and imp ortant 
contribution of its treasures in the 
shap e of 100 tetradrachms, together 
with a bronze die, such as was used 
for coining money at Athens in the 
third century B. C. 
M. Bv oronos, director of the muse­ 
um, Is of the op inion that the die was 
etolen by a Greek , and used in Egyp t 
tor coining tetradrachms with false 
metal. As the tetradrachm wras worth 
about 8s. 3d., a handsome Income 
might be earned in this w*ay. 
In 
Greece the p unishment for false coin­ 
ing was death, but bad money seem» 
to hav e been by no means rare. 
Very few of these ancient Greek 
dies are in existence, as it seems to 
hav e been the p ractice to break them 
np when a series of coins had been 
minted. 
Tbe tetradrachms sent with 
the die are all mark ed with the stamp 
by which the bank ers in Egyp t check ­ 
ed all p ieces of silv er p assing through 
thetr hands.

Ship Break ers Need Cap ital, but Buti­ 
ne®® Is Profitable. 
A first-class battleship , which co sts 
about a million to build and 
fit o ut, 
tak es up on an av erage three years to 
construct, and nearly as long to p ull 
to p ieces after being thirteen years o r 
more in activ e serv ice. 
Ship break ers are sold battleship s 
o n the strict understanding that the 
v essel is p ulled to p ieces in “home 
waters,” and it is not generally k nown 
that in the great majority, of in­ 
stances the admiralty buy back from 
the p urchaser certain p arts of the old 
ship s for nearly the same amount 
o f 
money p aid for the warship at the 
auction sale. 
The most v aluable of a first-class 
battleship is the armor p lating, and it 
is in consequence of this and the 
enormous amount of trouble entailed 
In strip p ing it off the hull that the 
authorities p ay so heav ily to regain 
its p ossession. 
Sev eral 
ship 
break ers 
estimate 
that the p rice of an old battleship — 
say $150,000—Is about the amount 
obtained for the armor p lating when 
resold. The natural consluslon is that 
the remainder of the v essel is “a gift,” 
as it were, to the ship break er, but 
such is not the case. 
Many jthousands are sp ent ev ery 
year that the v essel is in the hands 
of the break ers, and a large and ex­ 
p ensiv e electrical p lant has to be 
Installed to unriv et the armor p lating 
and for other p urp oses.—London Tit 
Bits.
